Byron sings 
of Waterloo; the ballads of ancient 
times had for their subjects battles 
recounting heroic deeds. Not only 
the poet, but humanity itself receives 
from these new inspirations tor life's 
conflict. Battlefields are held in dear 
remembrance, not 
only from tho 
standpoint of national pride but, 
from purer motives, for the remem- 
brance of those whose lives were 
given in defence of lionicnnd country. 
Every epoch in history is marched 
by Home great battle. ,,Battle fields 
are milestones in history; they mark 
the rise and fall of nations iii letters 
of blood. Of the battles of 'ancient 
times probably those of Marathon 
and Thermop.ylea wero the most 


• noted. 
Greece afc this time 
was 


divided into separate provinces, each 
one jealous of the other and ready to 
take advantage of any weakness of 
the other for its own advancement. 
Arestides the Just was exiled; he had 
fallen into disgrace by his vain 011- 
.deavor to raise thepeople to a, higher 


" morality. 
Darius of Persia had 


determined to extend his conquests 
over Greece, and to carry out this 
design, raised an immense army 
and marched against Greece. The 
Greeks realizing tlieir danger united 


• against their powerful foe. They 
;. met on the plains of Marathon, a 


few against many. To the astonish- 
; ment of all the Persians were com- 
pletely overcome. 
This battle is 
justly 
famous on account of its 
historical results. Had the Athen- 
ians been 
defeated nothing could 
have prevented them from falling 
under the rule of the Persian king 
and sinking into an obscure province 
Instead of occupying the position. 
£the neat of learning and refinement 


yhich they soon did. In Thermopy- 
/ea we have an example of heroic 
/bravery. Xerxes wishing to carry 
/ out the plans of his father. Darius, 
again massed an immense army 
purposing to conquer the Greeks. 


All know the story of the narrow 
pass between the mountains and 
sea, held by the patriot Greeks. 
The brave iZcpnidas learning that a 
traitor had disclosed a secret pass- 
age by which to avoid the pass sent 
back all but his faithful; they stood 
before the enemy until all but one 
fell. This story of the little Spartan 
band will descend to the latest ages 


. in song and history. The Persians 


in their confidence brought marble 
to commemorate the victory which 
they were sure they . would gain. 
Hut fate ordered otherwise and the 
Greeks in derision caused Phidias tho 
great sculptor, to carve from it a 
statue of Nemisis, the Goddess of 
Vengeance which thev sat on the 
field of Marathon. 


The battle of Waterloo in its effect 
Is one. of the most important of 
modern times. 
Napoleon emerged 
from his retirement on the Isle of 
Elba, and by the magic, spell of his 
name called together a large army of 
hi* old soldiers with 
whom he 


marched to Paris. The king fled at 
hte approach and he looked forward 
to a brilliant campaign but was 
doomed to disappointment.. 
The 


effect of the battle was exceedingly 
disastrous to Napoleon. 
The capitol was again occupied by 


foreign troops and stripped of the 
treasures of art 
with which the 
great general had adorned it. The 
Legislature 
demanded 
a 
second 
abdication, and Napoleon was or- 
dered to embark immediately for a 
foreign land; and Kuropc was saved 
from a universal monarchy. 
Wars are as a general thing un- 
necessary. They -Ixinofit a few while 
the majority Itcar the Buffering and 
loan. 
Wars of subjugations are 
jwympted by ambition 
either for 
wealth or power,and arenniformallv 
attended by cruelty. That of the 
Revolution Is an example of a ncceH- 
ttary war; If we could Imagine o\ir- 
Melvea placed backward two and one 
half centuries*, nnd sec the little band 
Ptlgrlr.iB on the English shore 
mecuted for their religious Ix-lief 
and denied the right to worship God 
ta their own way, we should have a 
|. better Idea of the faith, which gave 


them strength to leave their own 
home and settle in a far distant 
wilderness. 


We. can almost imagine we can 
see tlieir grand old faces as they 
looked to God for direction in thei'r 
trials. 
Although they gave theii 


sons and hard earned treasures to 
the mother country without recom- 
pense, yet in spite of these exactions 
tlieir love never failed. It was only 
after relocated acts of .oppression that 
they were awakened to a sense ol 
their rights. Jt was only when ap- 
I»eal after appeal was met by derision 
and they saw that the interest felt 
for them by the mother country was 
only for her own glory, and that 
they were fast becoming a nation of 
slaves, that they dared for a moment 
rebel against her unjust demands. 
Thus was brought on the war of the 
devolution and its effect wo see in 
this broad and glorious land—the 
land of the free and the home of the 
brave. 
"We find another example 


of a necessary war, as one occurred 
in our own land but a few years since 
in which thousands • of 
men 
and 


millions of money were poured out in 
defense of liberty's principles. The 
principal cause of the Civil war was 
that fearful crime against both God 
and 
man "slavery." 
It was a 


problem which the founders of the 
Constitution endeavored to solve 
but failed. 
When 
the leaders of 


oppression dared to raise tlieir hand 
Lo sever the bond, which united this 
country in one grand union a thrill 
of horror and indignation extended 
"o every patriot heart. After the 
-np.se of years in reading over the 
history of the war we find that the 
battles of Vicksburg and Gettysburg 
were the most decisive in their 
results; as one gave us the control of 
the Mississippi: and the effect of the 
other was to prevent any further 
.nvasion of the north. Slowly but 
surely one after another their strong 
lolds were broken up and peace was 
gained. Hut who can imagine the 
•ost, not merely in treasure but in 
the loss of those brave boys in blue 
low sleeping in southern graves. 
•Sleeping to awaken in this dreary world no 
niore, 


Sleeping for their true loved country. 
Sleeping for the (lag they bore." 
The battles of earth arc not nil 


'ought on the field of carnage midst 
the booming of cannon, the rattle of 
imskctry and the silent forms of tlio 
lead. Far back in the cvcle of time 
before God in His infinite goodness 
sent us the light of His word and His 
lelnved son to die for us, we read of 
the struggles of Plato, Anstides and 
Socrates that purity and justice 
night lie the governing principles 
with their country men.

Since this time of its indc|>cndencc 
at Icast.lits development in all the 
different departments of human effort 
has !>ceiil a scries of improvements 
that hade, gained a momentum at 
each snc<f*«ive stop, until the present 
ago of stram and electricity has left 
but. one Unexplored field to Inventors 
and we look daily for the announce- 
ment that some genius has solved 
...e problem of aerial 
navigation. 
But few tin prises are left as an in- 
heritance 'to this generation, for we 
have IcanuVfl to expect anything that 
comes wlthjln the range of poHaihll- 
itios. Progress IH the nation's motto 
—"progress'' is pointed on the rocks 
and written on every landscajK-, and 
our advancing line of civilization 
keeps pace wjth the increase of IK>IHI- 
lation. 
. 


But the history of this Republic 
does not begin with the revolution. 
Back in the past when goblins and 
hideous dragons stood ready to 
devour the superstitious sailor that 
ventured upon the unknown sea, 
when terrific storum and (lemons of 
darkness guarded the western line 
of the mariner's ventures, was the 
first great triumph that began the 
conflict that has conquered inch bv 
inch the whole urea of this broad 
territory.

None bu/t 
a woman could pause to listen to 
the Gospel of a new revelation,fir 
read the divine commission in f.he 
face of the earnest and persistent 
commander whose eye had seen the 
cloud and pillar of fire in the we/stcrn 
sky, and whose heart was laboring 
under the stress of prophesy.! But 
the. ungrateful country that/he so 
exalted and enriched, jcaloutt of his 
fame and success, plotted hgainst 
him when alive and allowed'him to 
die in poverty and neglects for the 
queen, his patroness, was (lead and 
liis fortunes were In the/hands .of 
avaricious men. At one i time his 
name was hardly known. Thohouse 
where he was born, a few. .'scraps of 
manuscript, are about all there is 
left of Columbus. But 
life has left 


behind him a name iui history, a 
description of his great/ discovery, 
and a character for benejvolcnce and 
virtue that stands out iki bold relief 
against those men who robbed him 
of his well earned riches. I The world 
las waited long to reach'a condition 
that enables it to do , full justice to 
lis memory.

Peter's at 
Koine, the largest church edifice in 
the world, and the span of its arched 
roof covers the largest space ever 
attempted by an architect.

this enormous total of enclosed room 
t is feared will he scarcely sufficient 
to accommodate the demands al- 
ready made by the exhibitors in this 
one department. 


I cannot give the briefest descrip- 


tion of all the different buildings. 
The special features and exhibits of 
the states and territories and coun- 
tries from all parts of the globe, to 
say nothing of the accommodations 
for the business management, the
